' TO RIVERSIDE IN AN HOUR. 


i 


Huntingdon Planning to Cut the 


Steam Car Time on This Run 


in Two. 


Official announcement was made in 


Los Angeles this week that, cars on the 
new Huntington line would make the 
run to Riverside, from Los Angeles, 
via Cov.tna in an hour. 
Two hours 


and 15 minutes is the best time made 
by the steam roads and railroad men 
do not hesitate to declare the pro- 
posed time impossible. They said the 
same however when Mr. Huntington 
proposed to run to Long Beach in 30 
minutes and already that speed has 
been beaten several times. Plans are 
being prepared for a new type of car 
which will permit of just such a high 
rate of speed as it is proposed to main- 
tain to Riverside. 


The cars will be sixty feet long and 


will weigh 93,000 pounds. It will be 
seen that they will be considerably 
larger than the present interurban 
cars, whose average weight is only 
67,700 pounds, while their length is 
forty-nine feet eight inches. The cars 
will be provided with smoking section 
and other conveniences of steam road 
cars. They will be equipped with the 
regulation passenger coach high back 
seats, and those in the regular section 
will be of plush, while those in the 
smoking compartment will be either 
of cane or wood. 


Each car will be equipped with four 


150 horse power motors, which will be 
equal to a speed of seventy-five miles 
an hour. 
Thus it can be readily un- 


derstood that with a standard rail 
track, heavy cars and plenty of power 
h*re,.qught to W no difficulty! making 


the cars for which plans are now be- 
ing made and for which an order for 
twenty will shortly be given are in- 
tended for the Riverside as well as 
other long runs. They will probably 
not be used on such lines as Pasadena, 
Monrovia or Long Beach. The first 
one of the new lot will probably be 
placed in operation on the new San 
Pedro line, as well as to Santa Ana 
and Newport beach. 
The cars will 


seat seventy-two people. 
Of course, 


in making such fast time to Riverside 
it will be necessary .to make through 
trips.

Convention Report. 


The members of the San Dim as 


Epworth League, sixty strong, headed 
by their pastor, the Rev. W. A. Brown, 
a gentleman with a Jeffreysonian 
physique and a voice as strong and 
clear as a silver trumpet, visited the 
Covina M. E. Church, on Sunday even- 
ing, to listen to a report from Dr.

miles west of Covina, on the Southern 
Pacific, has sprung into prominence 
during the past year for its heavy 
vegetable shipments.

During the day the sconts Little Bat 
and Lone Star had been among the 
Sioux Indians, led by Big Foot, and 
had learned the serious condition of af- 
fairs. The following morning they re- 
ported tc Gen. Forsythe that tie In- 
dians would probably resist unless an 
overwhelming force of soldiers 
was 


brought up. Forsythe did not agree 
with tho scout and continued to ad- 
vance. 


But Capt. Wallice, who believed the 


report of the scout, together with "Lit- 
tle Hat" and "Lone Star," rode ahead 
of the troops, in order to pacify the 
Indians. 


The three men drew In close to the 


troops of savages which had advanctd 
to meet thorn, and then "Lone Star" 
nx-ognized the daring warrior who had 
tried his medicine two weeks before 
that day.

Child Labor 


in Chicago.

ularly employed In factories and shops 
In Chicago. Probably the actual num- 
ber Is much larger, for the State Fac- 
tory and Workshop Inspector has not 
a sufficiently large force at his coin- 
•n.and to make a complete and thor- 
ough inspection. Of the 15,000 children 
actually found at work many are ap- 
parently less than the l.^gal age—14 
years—though In each case an affidavit 
Is required from the child's parents 
setting forth that It is not less than 14.

"LUXURIES" ON BATTLESHIPS. 


Modern Vessel Carries 35O Tons oi 


Unnecessary Articles. 


Rear Admiral Bowles, chief of the 


Bureau of Construction, has made a 
calculation based on .Investigations 
made by officers of his bureau of the 
weight of "luxuries" carried on a bat- 
tleship of recent construction. In the 
preparation of plans and designs for 
war vessels there is almost a constant 
contention betwen tbe several bureaus 
in regard to jne weights that anpo^d 
be carried, each branch contending for 
the Installation of machinery and de- 
vices deemed essential. These contro- 
versies are usually settled by a com- 
promise, in which something is yielded 
by each, but the result Is often unsat- 
isfactory, and 
not Infrequently has 


proved detrimental to the efficiency oi 
the vessel. 


At a recent meeting of the Board of 


Construction Admiral Bowles declared 
that on each battleship there wore 350 
tons of luxuries, a statement which 
startled the members of the board. 
Included In these so-called luxuries 
are materials of every description that 
cannot be classified as necessities, such 
as furniture, Ice machines, refrigera- 
tors, radiators and the machiaery re- 
quired for them. 


It Is pointed out that flagships are 


supplied with two bathrooms and ap- 
purtenances for the Jlag officer, while 
one bath tub Is deemed sufficient for 
the ward room, In which fifteen or 
twenty officers live. There will be un- 
doubtedly a .protracted discussion as 
to what constitutes luxuries, but offi- 
cers generaly believe that much of the 
weights 
which Admiral Howies de- 


sicribed might bo abolished and the 
space u'ivcu to what may be called ne- 
cessities. 


There will lie little discussion outsldt- 


uf t!u" ilai; rank as to the necessity for 
two bath tubs in the elegant and spa- 
cious quarters set apart for the ad- 
inir.il. Tin- additional bath is provided 
for the ^'iiest of the aiiiuiral in case

children employed In the factories and 
shops of the State is 
comparatively 


small. Three-quarters of all the work- 
ing children in the State are found in 
the big city. 


More children are employed in the 


great department stores than In any 
other sl.nple line of business. 
Alto- 


gether more than 2,500 children work 
iu these great shops. 
Nearly 2,000 lit- 


tle ones e-urn their living in the gar- 
ment-ranking trades, nine-tenths 
of 


them being little girls, while in the de- 
partment stores the sexea are almost 
evenly divided.

boys and about 150 girls are employed 
In the m^tal-working industries, and in 
wood-working 1,100 boys and 
more 


than 150 girls. 
The big packing nnd 


slaughtering houses employ more than 
500 children and printers and publish- 
ers nearly us man}1 more.

larger establishments the lack

been recognized by the voluntary es- 
tablishment of primary schools, which 
th* little employes are required or en- 
couraged to attend. 


Another respect in which Illinois is 


behind the other great manufacturing 
States is In the limiting of the hours j 
of labor during which children under 
IS years of age may be employed. The j 
Illinois law provides that children un- 
der 1(5 may not be employed for more 
t'.iun ten hours a day or sixty hours a 
week, but it Is found hard to enforce. 
Meanwhile New York, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Ohio and other States 
have passed laws providing that sim- 
ilar protection shall be extended 
to 


young workers until they reach the 
uge of IS, aiid iu several cases, notably 
that of Ohio, It is not lawful to keep 
children under 18 at work for more 
than fifty-five hours In any one week.

schools are in appearance nothing more 
than reservoirs full of water. Oysters 
are put In them, nnd the water Is drain- 
ed off and then returned again. It Is 
kept off for a few minutes at first, tlwn 
for ten minutes, then for half an hour 
and ao on. Oysters in, these schools 
learn that they will lire longeit and 
keep healthiest out of water if they 
hold their shells tight shut. As soon a* 
they learn this they are graduated and 
90 out into the world."—Philadelphia 
Becord.

well developed it. Is very easily weak- 
ened. 
Violent exorcise, like rowing, 


place* a great do-il of strain on the 
lieurt because when the body is being 
exerted it requires so much moro pres- 
sure to force the blood through the 
body. 
Like any other muscle that Is 


worked, the heart under the added la- 
bor becomes larger, and most athletes 
have extra large hearts, Just as they 
also have larger muscles throughout 
the body. 


"If the strain is put upon the heart 


suddenly It dilates—it becomes larger, 
but not more muscular—and that In the 
danger In athletics. If a man exercises 
gradually then bis heart also increases 
In size gradually because the muscles 
become larger, and this Is a perfectly 
normal condition. 
It simply means 


that the athlete has a stronger heart 
than the overage and can cope with 
the extra strain that Is put upon It. A 
man needs a larger heart to row a 
race, and If gradual exercise has so 
provided him with one then he can 
safely undergo the most severe tests. 


"It Is the same way with the lungs, 


and they must l>e developed gradually 
until they can undertake the extra 
work. A man with his heart and lungs 
well developed Is in no danger, no mat- 
tor how hard the race. He may com- 
pletely keel over at the end of the race, 
but It will likely bo from sheer exhaus- 
tion, and his hoart is so strong that the 
i-iTi-i-l j;-i not at aii injurimitt. 
He will 


be as good as over in a few moments."

body. 
I.Ike any other muscle that is 


worked, the heart under the added la- 
bor becomes larger, and most athletes 
have extra large hearts, just aa they 
also have larger muscles throughout 
the body. 


"If the strain is put upon the heart 


suddenly it dilates— It becomes larger, 
but not more muscular— and that is the 
danger In athletics. If a man exercises 
gradually then bis heart also increases 
In site gradually because the muscles 
become larger, and this is a perfectly 
normal condition. 
It simply means 


that the athlete has a stronger heart 
than the average and can cope with 
the extra strain that is put upon it. A 
man" needs a larger heart to row a 
race, and if gradual exercise has so 
provided him with one then he can 
safely undergo the most severe tests.
